To date* the Soviet 
government has evaded questions about his fate, We 'will 
continue to press oar efforts both in bilateral meetings and 
international fora, such as the Conference on Security and 
cooperation in Europe (c’SCK ) follow-up .Meeting in Vienna ard 
tne U.tf, Human Rignts Commission, until the soviet government 
fully accounts for the fate of Mr, Wallenberg,
